I l l PUB LIC ACTS 1935 
“ AN ACT to p rom ote respect 
for the constitution, laws and in­ 
stitutions of this sta te and

United States; to prohibit au d pro­ 
vide penalties for advocating the 
overthrow of o u r g o v e rn m e n t by 
j 
force. 
T H E P E O P L E OF T H E S TA TE 
OF MICHIGAN ENACT: 
Penalty for ad voc ating or aid-, 
ing in o v e rth ro w of governm ent by 
force or violence. 
Section I. 
Any person who a d - ' 
vocates, aids, or takes any active 
part in th e o v e rth ro w by force or 
violence of th e g o v ern m e n t of t h e 1 
United States and or of any state , 
of the United States is guilty of a i 
felony and upon conviction there-! 
of. shall be punished by im p riso n ­ 
ment in th e sta te prison for not 


m ore th an five years or by a fine 
of not m ore th an five th o u sa n d 
dollars, or both such fine and im ­ 
prisonm ent, in th e discretion 
of 
th e court. 
Section 2. 
N oth in g in this act 
shall be construed to prohibit or 
ab rid g e th e lawful right of free 
speech, liberty of th e press or in 
any m a n n e r in terfe re with or limit 
the right of peaceful picketing or

All acts or parts of 
acts in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed.’’

Luecke, Democratic c a n ­ 
did ate for Congress justifies his 
action in voting against this hill, 
in his own words, as follows:
